Span Traffic 


Study Approved 


By Directors 


A $200,000 study of Golden Gate 
bridge traffic and of feasibility of 
financing and constructing another 
San Francisco-to-Marin c o u n t y 
crossing was proposed yesterday to 
the bridge directors. 
They referred the proposal to the 
finance committee for study, 
Director Peter A. Gasser of Napa 
Introduced a resolution which di­ 
rected the general manager to “make 
a complete study and analysis of the 
anticipated future traffic” over the 
bridge, including revenues, expendi­ 
tures, and physical changes which 
might be necessary to handle such 
traffic. 
The resolution also called tor “a 
comprehensive engineering investi­ 
gation” be undertaken immediately 
of “feasibility, financing and con­ 
structing another toll bridge or toll 
crossing.” This study would include 
study of location, costs, traffic, fin­ 
ances, rapid transit facilities and all 
other matters pertaining to the pro­ 
posal. 
HINT OTHER MEANS 
Mention of a “toll bridge or toll 
crossing” and of “rapid transit fac­ 
ilities” started speculation as to 
whether Gasser might have in mind 
a crossing other than a bridge to ac­ 
commodate a different system of 
transit. No mention of this was 
brought out yesterday, however. 
In fact the matter was referred to 
committee almost without comment, 
except for Gasser’s explanation of 
the need of the study. 
He pointed out that original traffic 
studies, now 15 years old are sadly 
out of date. They estimated, he de­ 
clared that volumn of traffic using 
the bridge this year, approximately 
11,100,000 vehicles, was not forseen 
until 1970 by the original survey.

EDITORIAL COMMENT 
Scouts' Withdrawal From 
Chest Seems Wise Move 


The problem of how to go »bout obtain­ 
ing financial support for the various youth, 
civic and charitable agencies serving the com­ 
munity has—“like the poor“—always been with 
us. 


Many of us have felt that the trend toward 
combining fund drives—as do the Community 
chest and the newer federated fund drives— 
was leading us to a desirable solution. 


But in many respects it didn’t work out that 
way. 
Since the Marin Community chest for 
several years was unable to raise all the money 
needed to operate its 10 agencies, many of the 
10—including the Boy Scouts—were forced to 
conduct additional fund drives of their own. 


So instead of having fewer drives, we found 
ourselves faced with more. 


Now the Community Chest and the Boy 


Scouts (by far the largest of its 10 agencies) 


have decided to separate their fund raising 


activities. Henceforth, the Scouts will conduct 


only one drive for all their money-instead of 


two, one being through the Chest. 
And it is 


quite likely that the “standard” $100,000 or 
so which the Chest has been able to raise 
j annually for the past several years will meet 
the major needs for the remaining nine chest 
* 
agencies. 


As one person who is a director of both 
Chest and ScouU put it: 


"Consider our social, chai ¡table. and 
youth organizations in the aspect of the 
shipwrecked mariners fighting turbulent 
financial seas with their critical needs. 
The Community Chest offers a life boat 
as salvation, and many climb aboard. Each 
gains food, water, and some shelter, land 
in turn pulls an oar. But as the food and 
water run low, the strongest of the mariners 
offers to give up his seat and his share and 
strike out for himself again. 


“As one of the strongest agencies par­ 
ticipating in the Community Chest we be- 
Ueve that the Boy Scouts can, will—and 
possibly should strike out for themselves. 
And perhaps there will be more to go 
around for those who remain.“ 


Those who have decreed the withdrawal 


of the Scouts from the Chest did so onlv after 
convincing themselves that the move would 
redound to the advantage of both efforts- 
which means the n?ove will redound to the 
benefit of all of us since the success of the 
Scout program and the programs of the re­ 
maining nine Chest agencies means that our 
community is better' equipped to meet the 
problems it faces/

DENVER—i/P) — Having trouble 
with your mother-in-law, Joe? 
I 
Then take a tip from the Na­ 
vajo: put a silver bell on her. Then 
you’ll hear her coining—and you 
can get out of her way. 
The Nava joe started this TSe- 
euliar custom hundreds of years 
ago because of a superstition that 
if a son-in-law and mother-in- 
law meet face to face unexpectedly 
both would go blind. 
They had another rather unusual 
solution to this old family problem. 
If a young Indian Brave knew a 
widow with an attractive daughter, 
he would first marry the widow, 
then the daughter—and thus avoid 
having any mother-in-law trouble 
at all. All he had to deal with was 
two wives. Simple? 
The Navajos, long impoverished 
on a vast, arid 16 million-acre 
reservation embracing parts of four 
Western states, are America's lar­ 
gest Indian tribe. And instead of 
dying out they are increasing.

an affliction which psychiatrists 
think arises from childhood in­ 
security.

“They neither pamper nor punish 
their children. They let them learn 
for themselves, and as a result an 
Indian boy is self-reliant at the 
age of 10.” 
If a child must be punished, he 
bsn't* whipped.

THE NAVAJOS ARE AMONG 
the cleanest of primitive peoples 
and love to take sweat baths fol­ 
lowed by a plunge into cold water. 
If water is scarce, they roll naked 
in snow or dry sand, Long before 
the virtues of chlorophyll were 
extolled over radio and television, 
these Indians had a way of re­ 
moving body odors. They simply

rubbed themselves under the arms 
with hot poms rocks provided by 
nature’s free drugstore. 
But although they are spartan 
beyond belief, they are m o r e 
doctor-minded than the hypochon­ 
driac matrons who dwell on Park 
Avenue in New York. 
Some authorities estimate that 
about one out of every ten Navajo 
men is either medicine man or 
studying to ee one. One reason 
is that medicine, men get high 
fees and their fees are always paid. 
The other reason is th it Navajos, 
while fearless of death, are greatly 
afriad of illness. They are also 
afraid of dead people, and will 
abandon their home if a member 
of the family dies in it. 
Cancer and diabetes are rare 
t he m. Tuberculosis is common, 
however, because of their restricted 
diet. 


TODAY 
MANY 
PALEFACE 
doctors say breakfast is the most 
important meal of the day. The 
Navajos anticipated this view with 
an old proverb: “what you eat be­ 
fore noon makes you f i t ” They 
also prefer tough to to lean meat, 
on the theory it must stay with a 
man longer because it takes longer - 
to chew. Butchers haven't been 
able to sell this revolutionary idea 
in the White man’s world—byt 
Navajos a re so tough-bodied 
they formerly caught eagles bare­ 
handed and captured deer by run­ 
ning them down on foot in relays. 
But if a rattlesnake crawls into 
their home, rather than kill him 
they will gently shoo h im out, 
explaining carefully that he really 
doesn’t live there. They believe in 
a “live-and-let-live policy. 
These Indians are noted fo r 
their domestic harmony and have 
few married quarrels. Their home 
is a one-room, dirt-floored dwell­ 
ing called a bogan. made of logs 
covered with dirt. The squaw is 
boss indoors, and she keeps it neat. 
The Navajos don’t go in for 
divorce as a hobby, but a wife is 
just as free to get one as her 
husband Her method is to take 
her husband’s saddle and pther 
belongings and put them outside 
the hogsjn If s husband wants a 
divorce, he just saddles up and 
rides away. 
You can gather from this that 
lawyers don’t do too wall among 
the Navajos. The odd thing is 
that—with no laws to confuse them 
—most Navajos marry and live 
happily together .ver after in their 
bogan-sweet-hogaa on the range.

Red Border 
Incidents 
Are Analyzed 


HARDLY A DAY PAS8E8 with­ 
out an incident in Berlin, or in the 
corridors to Berlin, or in the vicin­ 
ity of the Soviet military frontiers 
inside Germany and in the Baltic 
Sea, 
These incidents seem to fall 
Into two main categories. 
One consists of incidents started 
by East German ana Soviet au­ 
thorities in order to harass the 
West Berliners and to keep them 
reminded that Bonn and the Allies 
cannot give them full protection. 
They are a bit like a man away 
out in the junfele who has a big 
gun to protect him from the lions 
but no mosquito netting to keep 
off the Insects. 


THE OTHER CATEGORY con­ 
sists of incidents which are pro­ 
voked, imagined, fabricated, or 
have just happened by accident, in 
a border region which is in a con­ 
dition of high tension and extreme 
alert. In such a border region one 
can never know readily whether 
the incident was* an act of policy 
or whether it was due to the mis­ 
take of an excited or an inefficient 
subordinate, a mistake which for 
reasons of prestige and policy has 
to be backed up 
Until recently the extraordinary 
thing about Berlin has not been 
how many but how few have been 
the incidents, considering the crazy 
way in which the unfriendly forces 
are scrambled. 
The discipline of 
all the troops has been better than 
anyone had reason to count upon, 
and the way the commanders on 
both sides have maintained the 
discipline has been one of the rea­ 
sons for hoping the Soviet govern­ 
ment was not intending to make 
the breach irreparable. Now, how­ 
ever, we have to take note of a 
change—which suggests at least 
that it is now Soviet policy to make 
Berlin a focal point of trouble. 


THEN THERE ARE THE inci­ 
dents in the air. They appear to 
have a pattern. .In all of them. I 
think, the Soviet government has 
argued that their airmen attacked 
the plane because it was off-course 
and over the Skhriet borders. It is 
obvious that they wish it to be 
known to all governments and to 
all pilots that to fly over Soviet 
territory or near it is very danger­ 
ous. The Soviet commanders are 
highly alerted to aerial reconnais­ 
sance, and obviously they are try­ 
ing both to repel it and to frighten 
it off. 
Yet in most, if not all. of these 
cases the plane they shot at or 
shot down seems not to have been 
off-course. But often it has turn­ 
ed out that there has been a plane, 
like the one that was shot at 
which was admittedly off-course 
some short time before the inci­ 
dent. This suggests that the 8oyiet 
force has orders not only to shoot 
all planes which come across the 
line or within reconnaissance range 
of special military works—but also 
to commit reprisals, to attack an 
innocent plane if they have recent­ 
ly missed a violating plane. 


THIS INCREASING MILITARY 
tension in the border region is in­ 
tended to affect European opinion. 
It is doing just that. 
The signature of the Bonn agree­ 
ments was followed by the threat 
that with Soviet help the East Ger­ 
man government would form an 
East German army to match the 
West German army which is to be 
raised with our help. 
This is a 
threat that is bound to be taken 
seriously, which in Europe is taken 
seriously, especially in the light of 
the mounting violence along the 
partition line and around Berlin. 
As long as the troops facing one 
another in Germany are Soviet and 
Allied, the risk of fighting in Ger­ 
many is controlled by the high 
policies of the great powers. But 
if armed Germans are facing arm­ 
ed Germans in this inflammable 
border region, then the great pow­ 
ers may not be able to control 
their respective Germans, or per­ 
haps willing to do so. 


THROUGHOUT WESTERN Eu­ 
rope there has developed during 
the past month a kind of move­ 
ment, which is not concerted and 
does not now have a specific pro­ 
gram, to put off the evil day when 
two German armies would face one 
another Inside Germany. The usual 
formula for putting it off is to ask 
for one more conference with the 
Soviet Union. But there are very 
important elements in all the 
Western countries who, while they 
support the pacts, while they are 
firm adherents of the Atlantic Al­ 
liance, while they realize the dan­ 
ger of another four power confer­ 
ence at this time, are nevertheless 
also determined to find ways of 
putting bff the day when there are 
two German armies in the two 
halves of Germany. 
There are highly placed and 
powerful figures in Western Eu­ 
rope, including the Bonn govern­ 
ment itself^ who, while willing to 
ratify, have made up their minds 
to proceed slowly after that, tak­ 
ing time to educate a new class of 
German officers, not letting them­ 
selves be hurried and pressured 
into reinstalling the old German 
officer corps in the seat? of power 
at Bonn.

Hospital President 
Answers Questions 
EDITOR

Because a considerable amount 
of irresponsible criticism about the 
• Marin General Hospital has re­ 
cently appeared, we would be 
grateful if you.would publish this 
letter replying to the main points 
raised: 


1 OUR RATES ARE TOO HIGH 
The term “rich man s hospital” 
has been unfairly applied to Marin 
General. Certainly nothing oould 
be further from the truth. A com­ 
parative study of our rate structure 
with those of other hospitals in our 
community based on actual hos­ 
pitalized welfare cases for the 
month ot May shows that, even 
where their room rate of $14.00 is 
charged as against our $18.00 rate, 
the overall cost differential of hos­ 
pital care is only 7c a day. 
This 
$14,00 rate involves only welfare 
cases and the very small percentage 
of people requesting four-bed ward 
care. 
For the vast majority of 
Marin people who require hos­ 
pitalization <perhaps 85% or more) 
the rates at the other hospitals 
range from $15.00 to $21.50 per day 
for two-bed rooms and up to $27.50 
for private rooms. It Can readily 
be seen that in the«« cases our 
rates will be from $1.00 to $7.50 
cheaper per day. 
In addition, 
Marin General Hospital room rates 
include a full range of routine floor 
drugs and dressings which, accord­ 
ing to a survey conducted by the 
Welfare Department, would cost an 
additional 75c to $1.50 or more per 
day at the other hospitals. These 
charges are usually billed to the 
patient in addition to his room rate 
but our entire medical staff unani­ 
mously recommended these so call­ 
ed “Nuisance charges” be includ­ 
ed in our rate. 
2 MARIN GENERAL DOES NOT 
RECOGNIZE BLUE CROSS AND 
CPS HOSPITAL PLANS 
Another 
oft 
heard 
criticism, 
equally without basis, is that Marin 
General Hospital does not honor 
prepaid insurance plans such as 
Blue Cross and California Physi­ 
cians’ 8ervice. At a matter of fact 
greater insurance b e n e f i t s are 
available here than eisewhere in 
Marin. 
Both companies will pay 
$16.50 toward our room rates as 
against $14.50 at other hospitals. 
The balance of $1.50 per day which 
the pauent would have to pay here 
is almost totally ^offset by the rou­ 
tine drugs and dressings which are 
included in our rate* &t no addi­ 
tional cost. While it is true that 
the full cost of a ward bed is cov­ 
ered at the other hospitals, the 
number of such ward beds is great­ 
ly limited. The variation in charges 
for other services, eg , surgery, 
anesthetic supplies, etc, will, in our 
estimation, 
offset 
this 
benefit.

Again, for the vast majority of 
patients, their room rate will vary 
from $15.00 to $27.50, only $14.50 of 
which will be met by the insurance 
company, whereas as Marin Gen­ 
eral Hospital the rates will vary 
from $18.00 to $25.00 of which $16.50 
will be so met. Insurance coverage 
then will be greater in our two- 
bed rooms by up to $5.50 per day 
and in private rooms from $2.00 
to $5.50 per day, and in our pedi­ 
atrics department, the room rate 
will be completely covered as the 
charge let this department is $15.00 
per day. Moreover both companies 
are reviewing their reimbursements 
to us in the light of our lesser 
charges for extra services. 
It is 
quite possible t h a t the $16.50 
amount will be increased. 
Lastly this Board is committed 
%> a policy of not calling upon al­ 
ready harrassed taxpayers to make 
up an operating deficit. Our rates 
are established to meet a tenta­ 
tive budget that requires the hos­ 
pital to pay its own way in Marin, 
(other than the amount required 
to retire the bonds). If the hos­ 
pital is widely accepted and sup­ 
ported by our people, it may be per­ 
fectly possible to lower rates. We 


a situation is created in which five 
other patients are placed in a most 
unhealthy therapeutic atmosphere. 
The old adage that “misesry loves 
company” is no longer medically 
true, especially where it costs the 
hospital and the patient just about 
the same to suffer with some mea­ 
sure of privacy and decency. 
If, then, it is no less expensive 
to provide care in large wards why, 
with all of their objectionable fea­ 
tures, provide them? If hospitals 
charges less for such accomoda­ 
tions, though the cost of providing 
service is the same, there are but 
one or two ways in which they can 
make up the Intentional deficit— 
1. through h i g h e r cii&rges for 
extra services, or 2. by charging a 
correspondingly higher r a t e for 
their semiprivate and p r i v a t e 
accomodations. This is in effect 
taxing the sick who can pay their 
way to support the poor sick— a 
philosophy quite inconsistent with 
our American way of life. 
Many difficult problems face this 
Board. We do welcome and solicit 
impartial investigation and help 
toward the solution of any question 
concerning the hospital. But sure­ 
ly irresponsible criticism has never 
solved anything.

LACKS WARDS 
During the time of the original 
planning for the hospital the board 
sought the advice of its consultants, 
of numerous doctors, and people 
skilled in hospital problems.

In that regard it is-now an 
accepted fact that patient c a r e 
can be given as economically in a 
private or semi-private room as in 
a multiple bed ward. 
There are 
many reasons why wards are un­ 
desirable, mainly because of t the 
inflexible bed situation which they 
create. For example, if a woman 
is put in a six-bed ward, five beds 
are Unavailable to males and vice 
versa. If a patient is dyin/in a 
ward bed, or is unpleasant by 
temperment, smell or sight, the 
other beds are either not used or

NEW DEAL POPULAR 
Anti-Taft 
GOP Senator 
Wins In N.D.

WASHINGTON—One week after 
Senator Brewster of Maine, a pillar 
of the Taft Senate Leadership, was 
beaten for renomination, Senator 
Longer of North Dakota, who often 
votes with the aqpinistration, won 
renomination against the deter- 
* mined opposition of a regular Re­ 
publican, a congressman and re­ 
cent Governor, Fred G. Aandahl. 
Regarding north Dakota’s pic­ 
turesque politics, a neighboring 
Senator advises: "Theorize all you 
like; nobody can positively refute 
you.” 


CONCEDING THAT North Da­ 
kotans are consistently inconsistent 
in their voting patterns, Senator 
Langer won a remarkable victory 
against heavy odd', and his col­ 
leagues uneasily wish they knew 
the answer to it. Some stubborn 
facts which can’t be ignored are: 
Generally speaking, S e n a t o r 
Langer campaigned in favor of the 
administration’s domestic program 
and against its foreign policy, es* 
pecially the war in Korea. 
In­ 
stead of apologizing for his votes 
for new deal measures like public 
power, he defended them, but of 
the Korean War he said: “We 
should get out and come home.” 


THE LANGER CAMP charges 
that Senator Taft lent aid and 
comfort to Aandahl, and says that 
the Senator’s Nebraska lieutenant, 
Senator Butler, took an active part 
in the campaign. Senator Langer’s 
colleague, Senator Young, openly 
campaigned 
fo r 
representative 
Aandahl, who, as governor, ap­ 
pointed him to the Senate. 
As in other one-party Repub­ 
lican States, the conservative vs. 
liberal fight is carried on by fac­ 
tions within the GOP. 
Senator 
Young and Aandahl belong to the 
Republican organized committee, 
Senator Langer to the non-parti­ 
san league. 
Rep. Aandahl, three times gov­ 
ernor, suffered his first defeat in 
four elections. 
He not only lost 
to Langer in the rural areas, but 
was barely carrying the cities. As 
there is virtually no industrial 
labor in North Dakota. This can­ 
not be attributed to labor support 
for Langer. 


SENATOR LANGER, a colorful 
character and shrewd politician, is 
a superb campaigner and runs an 
efficient office heie which never 
neglects the customers. Anti-Lang- 
er newspapers, like the Fargo For­ 
um, concede, however, that they 
were surprised he won so lopsided 
a victory. 
Since all the returns 
were not in, it was difficult for 
them to analyze it in other than 
his great political skill. 
One 
observer suggested 
that 
Democrats must have added to his 
plurality and that North Dakotans 
were peculiarly susceptible to per­ 
sonalities. 
Sources close to the campaign, 
however, were emphatic in thf : 
view that the Roosevelt social 
revolution—call it new deal, fair 
deal, Trumanism or what you will 
—is popular. 
They said firmly 
that Republicans had better get 
any such notion out of their heads 
before they meet in Chicago, stop 
quarreling and pick a winner. As 
for foreign policy, the senator’s 
attitude was felt to be somewhat 
special because of the large Ger- 
man-Russian ethnic groups in the 
state. 
The conclusion still was: for­ 
ward is the best word, not back­ 
ward.

State Aide 
Tells How 
Vets Bilked 


SACRAMENTO, (/P>—Current real 
estate conditions have caused sharp­ 
shooters to go into action, using ex- 
servicemen as their prey, state Real 
Estate Commissioner D. D. Watson 
reports. 
He cited the case of a real estate 
operator which came to light in a 
Long Beach court: 
The operator had been getting 
veterans to buy homes under the 
low cost GI home loan plan and then 
paying them small bonuses to sur­ 
render title to him. 
He was then able to resell the 
homes at a big profit. 
Watson said his division and the 
Federal Government caught up with 
the operator and succeeded in gat­ 
ing a conviction. 
Another racket using the ax-GFs 
as fall guys, Watson said, is this: 
Veterans, behind in their GI loan 
payments, are approached by per­ 
sons with an offer to pay back In­ 
stallments If the veterans will “sign 
on the dotted line.“ 
The victim may find that he has 
signed a deed and can only regain 
title to his property by buying it 
back on a contract at a much higher 
price. 
A third scheme, Watson said, preys 
on veterans having trouble making 
payments. 
The racketeer offers the veteran 
a nominal amount for his equity plus 
the right to buy a cheaper house on 
a land sales contract. 
The veteran agrees to give up his 
first house at a certain time and 
signs a deed. 
He is then forced to move out and 
finds that the right he was promised 
turns <nit to be only a paper promise. 
Watson said cases have also been 
reported where ex-servicemen be­ 
hind in their GI plyments were of­ 
fered nominal sums for signing quit 
claim deeds and have been promised 
the back payments would be made 
up. 
The verteran, relying on these 
promises, moves out and the opera­ 
tor, Instead of paying the back in­ 
stallments, merely collects rent on 
the property until the foreclosure 
is complete. 
Watson emphasised that the shady 
practices are by no means general 
but that the racketeers do exist and 
veterans should be cautious.

Cooking Thermometers 
For The Summer Bride 
In almost every case the new 
bride needs cooking utensils. And 
no matter how many pots and 
pans she gets, there is still some­ 
thing you can give which is out 
oI the ordinary but will remind 
her of you lor years to come. 
a For instance, a set of cooking 
thermometers will be almost a 
guarantee lor that food will come 
out the way it should. The scien­ 
tific exactness of these modern 
cocking aids take all the guess­ 
work out of cooking. 
The new 
bride should have at least two, 01» 
for roast meat and one lor making 
randy, jelly or frosting and deep 
fat frying. 
Don’t try to scrimp or save on 
these items. They are very inex­ 
pensive anyway, so you might as 
well get the best. For instance, 
thermometers made entirely of 
stainless steel are ideal because 
they last years and are very easy 
to clean. One manufacturer makes 
these stainless steel thermometers 
with round, clocklike faces which 
do away with the squinting and 
stooping required by most ther­ 
mometers. All the zones of cook­ 
ery are plainly marked so even the 
new bride who has never cooked 
will find her work much simpli­ 
fied. 
The roast meat thermometer in 
this set has a pointed stem which 
eliminates the need for making a 
preliminary hole with a skewer. 
An extra feature of the candy- 
deep fat thermometer is an ad­ 
justable clip which can be fast­ 
ened to the frying pan for extra 
steadiness. 
Little features, but 
they make the new cook’s Job 
easier.

FLAG CAKE 
Ingredients: One 17-ounce pack­ 
age white cake mix, % cup shred­ 
ded coconut (cut), H cup plus % 
cup milk, 1 pint fresh strawberries 
(sliced and sweetened), 1 
cup 
heavy cream (whipped and sweet­ 
ened), 4 whose strawberries with 
hulls left on. 
Method: Empty cake mix into 
bowl. Add coconut and mix well. 
Add % cup milk. Blend, then beat 
1 minute. Add % cup more milk. 
Blend, then beat 1 minute. Add 
remaining % cup milk and beat 1 
minute longer. Pour batter into 
9x9x2-inch pan, Lined on bottom 
with paper. Bake in moderate (375 
F.) oven 30 minutes or until cake 
tester inserted In center comes out 
clean. 
Cool. Split cake in hall 
horizontally. 
Spread strawberries 
and whipped cream between the 
layers, reserving some of the cream 
to decorate top. Outline a flag in 
center of cake and fill with re­ 
served cream. Put a small mound 
of cream in each corner and top 
each mound with one of the whole 
strawberries that has been sliced 
partly through in a lew places, 
fan-fashion.

ALBERT WILSON ON GARDENING 
Working Soil With. Gypsum 
Helps Poor Areas Under Trees 


Have you a spot In your garden 
where your plants just won't grow? 
Do you, lor example, have an area 
under the oak tree In which for the 
past ten years you have tried des­ 
perately to grow a lawn. 
First, for the area wnere the 
shrubs and flowering plants fail to 
grow, dig up every shrub. Clear 
the area of them, then sprinkle. 
Drench the soil. Let it stand for 
two or three days. 
Afterwards 
spade over the area. 
The soil now comes up in chunks. 
It holds fast together. 
TURN OVER THE PLOT com- 
Pie tel y leaving the soil in its 
chunky condition Just as it comes 
up. Before you stop for the day 
top dress the area with agricultural 
gypsum, spreading it as a dusting 
to the soil. Leave the area for a 
week. 
Let us go to that difficult place 


under the tree. Mark off the sec­ 
tion of the lawn that is poor and 
thin. 
START SPADING, turning over 
the soil Just as in the other plot. 
Here again it will come up in 
chunks large and small. It certain­ 
ly will not be granulated and to 
your astonishment it will look 
stale. It will look clayey and pack­ 
ed and in all probability you 
won’t find one speck of organic 
matter in the lower part. You will 
be astonished also if you find one 
worm. Spade over the area com­ 
pletely leaving it rough and cov­ 
ering it with a dusting of gypsum. 
In both of these plots the shrubs 
failed to prosper and the lawn did 
poorly because the soil lacked air 
and humus. It was tight instead of 
loose and the roots there had a 
difficult time. Now you are con­ 
ditioning it. 
The gypsum which

you have put on there is your 
greatest aid* for it will break up 
the bull dog grip of the compon­ 
ent elements which make up the 
soil. The gypsum will loosen these 
and because of its presence the 
soil will break apart. Later in it 
root action will be vigorous. 
IN ABOUT THREE DAY8 after 
you have dusted the areas with 
gypsum you may take your sprink­ 
ler and give the plot a watering. 
Wet it over completely, not nec­ 
essarily flooding it but just making 
sure that all of the soil has been 
reached by the water. 
Then let 
it stand for a few more days. 
At the second spading in con­ 
trast to the first effort you will 
find you do not break your ankle 
as you push your spade into the 
soil. 
You do not bring the soil 
up in big chunks for as you turn 
it, it marvelously breaks asunder. 
The gypsum has been at work. The 
old roots of the trees and shrubs 
which are in that soil show up 
readily and can be thrown out and 
placed in a pile. 
IT 18 IMPORTANT that you 
spade thoroughly again breaking 
up any chance cake of gypsum that 
you may discover. You are aim­ 
ing to loosen up your soil com­ 
pletely, Give both plots a second 
spading and again as you go 
through the soil pull out as many 
of the broken dead roots as pos­ 
sible. Let it stand again for a 
few more days and then from your 
compost bring several wheelbarrows 
full of good organic material. Don’t 
use any sand. Use leaf mold, de­ 
composed compost or rough peat. 
Spread this evenly, about an inch 
and a half or so over the areas and 
in the third spading work the com­ 
post material in. 
At the conclusion of the third 
spading take your big heavy cul­ 
tivator and crash in through the 
soil vigorously as you can. 
You 
will be rewarded and greatly pleas­ 
ed by having the soil break to 
smithereens for in this third spad­ 
ing you will have a tilth-like loam 
as different as a solid brick is to a 
layer of compost in a deep forest. 
Now your area is ready for 
planting. The shrub border which 
we began this with can be re­ 
established. Your shrubs that you 
took out that seemed to be stand­ 
ing stiii can be reset. 


Extend Bloom 
Of Flowers 


There are two ways to Insure 
extra bloom in the home flower 
garden. On way is to keep wilt­ 
ing flowers picked and thus stim­ 
ulate the plant to put forth ad­ 
ditional blooms. 
Pansies are a 
good example. 
The other method is to make 
double use of the planting area. 
This can be done, for example, 
by planting peonies among lilies. 
When the peonies have finished 
blooming their foliage will keep 
the lily roots cool and moist, half 
the battle in successful lily grow­ 
ing. 
Hollyhocks may be made to 
blossom much longer than usual if 
their seed pods are cut off. 
Do 
this as soon as any of the flowers 
fade and seed pods form. 
Hollyhock blooms can also be 
improved by thinning the flower 
buds. Flowers do not last as long 
on crowded stalks and the tip 
flowers are seldom good.

And Shrubs 
Lomplete With New Chiordane Method 
Landscape Picture Of Home

W arm weather is outdoor-living 
tim e, and a period when the home­ 
owner can spend profitable time 
looking over the tree-and-shrub 
situation on his property with an 
idea of making changes or addi­ 
tions when planting time comes in 
th e fall. 
A PROPERTY WITHOUT trees 
is apt to be a pretty naked looking 
home place. Trees, properly placed 
and properly cared for, actually 
add to the dollar value of land. 
New-home builders should look 
carefully at existing trees on prop­ 
erty with the idea of using them , 
if possible, to provide shade and 
charm to the house that will come 
later. 
W hether the 
tree is already 
there and the house is to come 
later, or the house is there and 
you are contemplating putting iu 
a shade tree, first get a good idea 
of how the shadows will fall. For 
m ost of us, shade in an outdoor 
living area is most usefuT in the 
afternoon and evening. 
TREES MAY ALSO be used as 
backgrounds for smaller plants; 
for a screen from the neighbors 
when planted close together as a 
hedge, or in variety so th at a num ­ 
ber of trees and shrubs combine 
to cut off the view; to soften harsh 
architectural lines; to create an 
effect of height; to decrease the 
height if desired; to provide a 
wmddbreak; 
to give color and 
beauty, and actually reduce tem ­ 
peratures and noise. 
It would be impossible to cover 
the subject fully in a short ar­ 
ticle. 
The home-owner. after he 
has decided th at some tree or 
shrub planting is necessary, should 
seek guidance from his garden li­ 
brary or his nurseryman. 
DIG A HOLE WHICH is roughly 
a foot larger th an the tree roots 
naturally spread so they can reach 
out easily after transplanting. The 
tree should be set at the same 
depth as it was before transplant­ 
ing, and then braced by three or 
four posts in an upright position. 
Space around and under the roots 
should be filled with good topsofl, 
made richer by added m anure or 
peat moss and perhaps a quantity 
of chemical fertilizer. 
Pack it down so it will remain 
fum when the supports are re­ 
moved, and be careful not to 
wound the tree’s bark. Finish the 
job by watering thoroughly so that 
arr holes around the roots will

then be established to cope with 
those problems. A feeding sched- 
have the soil washed into them. 
It is a good idea to wrap the 
trunk with a protective burlap 
bandage, and to support it firmly 
by staking. An ideal way to fasten 
the tree to the stakes is by wire 
or oord run through a hose. This 
prevents cutting into the delicate 
bark. 
ALTHOUGH BROKEN ROOTS 
and branches should be carefully 
removed at planting time, drastic 
pruning of about a third of its 
growth should only be undertaken 
the following spring. 
Like other plants, trees and 
shrubs have their enemies and 
pests, and further study should be 
made to discover the enemy.

WHAT TO DO 
IN THE GARDEN 
THIS WEEK 


In the garden there are tilings 
YOU DON’T DO. 
Don’t feed your lilac any high 
powered fertilizer; b o n e m e a l is 
enough. 
Don’t neglect the wisdom of 
overhead watering of your vibur­ 
nums, rhododendron, c a m e l l i a , 
photinia and c i t r u s . Overhead 
watering discourages insects from 
swarming over these plants. 
Don’t water heather plants in 
summer. They can take lots in 
winter but prefer it dry in sum­ 
mer. 
Don’t become discouraged with 
your magnolia, tulip tree, ever­ 
green dogwood, any newly set out 
lilac or wistaria vine. These plants 
require from two to seven years to 
become established before they get 
into regular blooming. 
Is your camellia sick with yel­ 
low leaves? Maybe it is in too hot 
a place. Don’t wait a m i n u t e 
longer. S hiit It to a place more 
suited and water the roots in well. 
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ule also should be set up, for trees 
can die for lack of nutrients as 
wefl as lack of water. 


W ith shrubs, the procedure is 
roughly the same, except th at they 
rarely require staking. 


Ants should no longer be a prob­ 
lem to the home gardner. 
In 
lawns, flower beds or even rock 
gardens they can be eliminated 
by the use of chiordane, one of the 
newer anti-insect compounds avail­ 
able under various trade names. 


In past days, the anti-ant cam ­ 
paign usually entailed the use of 
carbon disulphide or calcium cya­ 
nide, a deadly poison which has 
to be handled carefully. 
Today, one only needs to dust 
chiordane 
over 
the 
ants’ nest, 
then wet the compound down with 
spray from a hose. One thorough 
treatm ent should be enough for an 
entire season. 
C'HLORDANE is also effective 
against wireworms, white grubs, 
Japanese beetle grubs, root m ag­ 
gots on radishes, onions and cab­ 
bage. 
Work the compound into 
the top two or three inches of soil 
when preparing the seed beds. 


All legumes, including lupins and 
sweet peas as well as garden peas, 
do better when inoculated with 
one of the preparations which help 
them secrete nitrogen from the soli.

Beans thrive in dry, light, well- 
drained soil. The dwarf varieties 
are earliest and most hardy. The 
Lima and pole varieties are mare 
tender and should be planted later. 


One pound of the 6 per cent dust 
is enough to treat 600 to 700 squaie 
feet of ground. It remains effec­ 
tive for the entire season. 
The preparation can also be 
used to discourage nematodes on 
cabbage, tomatoes or other seed­ 
ling plants th at are being tra n s­ 
planted. Dust a little chiordane 
into the holes before setting the 
plants into the soil. 
Chiordane dusted lightly upon 
flowers, shrubs or other ornam en­ 
tal plants will control grasshop­ 
pers, thrips and various plant bugs. 
To control cutworms, earwigs, 
sowbugs, millipedes, slugs, snails 
and leaf-cutting ants dust chior­ 
dane 
liberally , on 
the 
ground 
around the plants. It will rem ain 
effective for 10 days or two weeks.

In the center and the house going

The architectural plan finally 
worked out formed a basic ally com­ 
plete circle. 
The 30-foot square 
deck with a 180 degree sweep af­ 
fords an almost unbelieveable view 
of San Francisco, the Golden Gate 
Bridge, Sausalito, Tiburon 
and 
Mo u n t Tamalpais, landscaping 
took care of itself, because of the 
naturally dense growth of pines 
and eucalyptus on the lot. 
Constructed outside of redwood 
board and batten in a natural fin* 
ish, the roof was extended out over 
the living room with a glass wind­ 
break which lets the sun through 
and is designed to deflect the wind 
upward to keep it from coming 
down on the deck.

Fancy Compounds Unnecessary 
For Care Of Paint Brushes 


By DAVID G. BAREETHER 
AP Renl Estate Editor 
A good way to throw money 
away is to use a cheap paint brush. 
Lots oi householders believe in 
cheap brushes principally because 
they do not know how to clean 
and keep a good brush. They buy 
a cheap brush and throw it away 
after every paint Job, blaming the 
paint for all brush marks and 
loose bristles left on their work. 
This is false economy. G o o d 
paint brushes are carefully made 
tools and, when properly cared for, 
they last for years, can be used in 
virtually any kind or color of paint 
and cost less in the long run than 
a series of cheap brushes—which 
sell by the millions to unwitting 
householders. 
The same goes for paint rollers, 
which when made from fine lamb’s 
wool, can be kept soft and clean 
and free from matting. 
FIRST PRECAUTION to take 
^ith a good bru>h is never to use 
it immediately in paint. It needs 
breaking in. Twirl it by holding

WASHINGTON, (U.PJ—We take 
the tub and the shower as things 
that have been with us forever— 
and it turns out that they have, 
almost.

The idea of the bathroom goes 
way back to 300 B.C., and credit 
goes to King Urninmar of Babylon.

to move around in. It was 15 feet 
square. 
ACCORDING TO H I S T O R Y , 
the old monarch would lather him­ 
self up and then ring for nis 
servants who would splash water 
on his back, letting it trickle onto 
the floor.

I have always been fascinated 
about why the old-time tubs and 
many of the modem ones slanted 
at the back. 
One popular belief is that in the 
old days, the head of the house 
was the only one ever to take a 
bath. After he finished with the 
soap, his wife would come in with

a new brush. When you are ready 
to paint, you can remove the sur­ 
plus mi by drawing the brush 
across the edge of an empty can, 
or across a wire. If you want to 
use the brush in varnish, or a non- 
oil base paint, clean the oil out 
with the specific thinner recom­ 
mended for the paint. 
Odorless paint, rubber base paint 
and 
various 
lacquers 
call 
for 
special thinners, each recommend­ 
ed by the manufacturers of these 
newer coatings. 
PAINT ROLLERS s h o u l d be 
washed before using. Use warm 
soapsuds to remove any lint or 
dust. Then rinse and dry com­ 
pletely—unless you’re going to use 
the roller in cold-water paint, in 
which case it should be wet when 
you start. But for use in oil paint 
a roller must be absolutely dry. 
In painting, only dip the bristles 
of a brush about half their length 
into the paint. Since virtually all 
paints need mixing—even ready 
mixed paints—a galvanized iron 
scrub pail is handy for mixing. 
Stretch a wire across the handle 
fittings and draw the brush across 
the wire. This will avoid dripping, 
and by using only the lower ends 
of the bristles excessive paint will 
not soak into the heel of the 
brush. 
Never use a paint brush for pur­ 
poses for which it was not de­ 
signed. To try to force a four-inch 
brush into small corners or tight 
openings will bend or fray the 
bristles.

He was shouted down for a time 
by the king-loving citizens, but our 
man finally won out and according 
to historians, “the place where the 
king's bones had rested made a 
very fine place to bathe.”

out 
and 
everybody 
thought bathing was to blame. 
For a long time the law said ’no 
baths.” 
Queen Elizabeth of Spain was 
said to have bathed only twice in 
her life. 
The first time was a 
pleasure.

When Ed Greaver died, a poor 
white Florida “cracker” at 19, he 
wondered if it was the angels he 
heard singing or just a couple of 
mockingbirds. 
In hi5 short life, he speculated 
about the stars, dreamed of owning 
a sporty MG and did a few things 
that went against his grain. 
HIS STORY IS TOLD so simply 
and so movingly in John Bell Clay­ 
ton’s first novel, that the reader 
finds himself wondering why other 
writers waste so many words in 
trying to depict a character, set a 
mood.

And the reader finds himself won­ 
dering with Ed—' I got to think­ 
ing how some people say you’re 
born under a certain star. I won­ 
dered what stars people like Mae 
and Turkey and me and Jap Paint­ 
er were born under. I wondered if 
there were any stars up there for 
us. I wondered if they hadn’t 
started to make them and then 
found something important to do 
and then just kind of laid them 
aside.” 
In 200 short pages, Clayton pre­ 
sents an unforgettable picture of 
the unfulfilled people in America’s 
glamorous southern vacation land 
with its ugly undertones of Ku 
Klux Klan malignance. He doesn’t 
do any preaching about it either, 
but it’s there, big as life, all the 
same. 
Ironically, Clayton once wrote 
copy for a Florida tourist magazine 
and did publicity for the chamber 
of commerce. Until recently, Clay­ 
ton who grew up in the Shenan­ 
doah mountains of Virginia, work­ 
ed for newspapers most of the 
time. Charlottesville Daily Progress, 
Washington (DC) News, “leg man" 
for W ashington M erry-Go-Round, 
San Francisco Examiner. About a 
year ago, he gave up newspaper 
work in order to become a full-time 
writer. 
His short stories won first prize 
in the O. Henry awards for prize 
stories of 1947, have been included 
in M artha Foley’s ’ Best American 
Short Stories ol 1948” and one was 
the only fiction chosen for “The 
Story of Our Time,” encyclopedia 
yearbook of 1949. 
HIS FIRST NOVEL is being 
published in one attractive $1.50 
edition in lam inated paper cover 
uu experiment by Macmillan 
Company to find out whether a 
novel will sell in this form in the 
bookstores at that price. 
We're all In favor of books being 
published at lower prices, so th at 
more people can afford to buy and 
read them , As far as “Six Angels 
at My Back” is concerned, we think 
it’s u small price to pay for the 
quality of the m aterial.

Christ's New Commandment; 
Love God And Our Neighbor 


By NEWMAN CAMPBELL 
In the Ten Commandments given 
by Moses to the Israelites by com­ 
mand of God, love is not m ention­ 
ed. 
It was commanded that the 
people have but one God, Jehovah 
whose name they were not to take 
in vain. 
They were to refrain from work 
on the sabbath; to honor parents; 
they were not to kill, steal; com­ 
mit adultery; bear false witness 
against their neighbor nor covet 
his possessions, but the word love 
was not spoken. 
In our last lesson we studied 
the parable of the rich man to 
whom worldly goods—the riches 
of his toil, were to him the most 
im portant things in this life; and 
to take his ease his only ambition. 
We often hear people say th at 
they wish they did not have to 
wdrk, or go to school. 
They want 
only "to take it easy." They do 
not realise th at most of the pleas­ 
ures of life come from work well 
done; of learning acquired. 
BEST OF ALL, the greatest sat­ 
isfaction and Joy of a full life 
comes from loving — our parent««, 
brothers 
and 
sister, 
relatives, 
friends, and all men, and in doing 
all in our power to help others. 
T hat was what the rich man in the 
parable missed. 
During Holy Week all sorts of 
people were asking the Lord ques­ 
tions—the Pharisees and Herodi- 
ans trying to trap Him so th at 
they would have an excuse to 
seise and destroy Him. 
As He 
was answering questions, a scribe 
asked Him, evidently greatly in­ 
terested in His words, "Which is 
the first commandement of ail?” 
And Jesus answered him, The 
first of all the commandements is. 
Hear, O Israel. The Lord our God 
is one Lord: And thou shalt love 
the Lord thy God with all thy 
heart, and with all thy soul, and 
with all thy mind, and this is the 
first commandement. 
And the second is like, name­ 
ly, Thou shalt love thy neighbor 
as they.sell. 
There is none other 
commandements g r e a t e r than 
these.” 
GREATLY MOVED, the scribe 
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said, "Well, Master, Thou hast said 
the tru th : for there is one God; 
and there is none other but He: 
‘'And to love Him with all the 
heart, and with the understand­ 
ing, and with all the soul, and 
with all the strength, and to love 
his neighbor as himself, is more 
than all whole burnt offerings and 
sacrifices.” 
"And when Jesus saw th at he 
answered discreetly. He said unto 
him, Thou art not far from the 
kingdom of God. 
And no man 
after th a t durst ask 
Him any 
question.” 
For a scribe of the synagogue 
to have openly declared himself 
a folower of Jesus would mean 
his ruin, and we kre not told 
whether this man in his secret 
soul, believed in the Lorld or mere­ 
ly went on his way, admiring His 
reply. 
To love the Lord our God with 
all our being and to do His will 
would m ean loving us, as God 
loves us, and trying to get others 
to do likewise. 
LATER IN THE same week, on 
the day before He was seized, beat­ 
en, tried and condemned, Jesus 
spoke these words to his disciples; 
"A new commandement I give unto 
you, T hat ye love one another; as 
I have loved you, that ye also love 
one another. 
‘By this shall all men know 
that ye are My disciples, if ye 
have love one to another.” 


W hat would be the reaction 
when a heated discussion of church 
members was going on—as some­ 
times happens — if one member 
would rise

words? Jusi possibly angry voices 
would be stilled and a sweet rea­ 
sonableness would control the dis­ 
cussion thereafter, very probably 
bringing com promise and agree­ 
m ent. 
AGAIN JESUS SAID, "This 1« 
My commandment 4not request, 
suggestion, or even demand, but 
com m andm ent)—T hat ye love on* 
another, as I loved you. 
"G reater love hath no m an than 
this, ghat a m an lay down his life 
for his friends. 
Ye are My friends, if ye do 
whatsoever 1 command you.” 
Jesus laid down Hi« life for His 
friends—the greatest act a man 
can perform. 
We frequently read 
of persons 
who do 
the same, 
mothers giving their own lives for 
their children, husbands sacrific­ 
ing themselves for wife or chil­ 
dren; friend for friend or com­ 
rades. 
But Christ laid down His life, 
not only for these close friends 
and associates!, but for us alL 
Surely we should be not only will­ 
ing, but eager, to obey this new 
commandement given by Him, to 
love one another How m any Chris­ 
tian congregations are known to be 
followers of His because of the love 
they show for on another?

OLD-FASHIONED FOURTH. WITH FIREWORKS 
Stinson Beach Celebration 
Benefits Community Center 


For the sixth consecutive year, 
all Stinson Beach will turn out 
to entertain at the Marin coast’s 
largest Fourth of July celebration, 
Friday through Sunday, July 4-5 
and 6. 
Fireworks, fun and the third 
annual Northern California rough 
water swim are the highlights. 
THOUSANDS HAVE gone to the 
coast village every year for this 
annual affair which holds such 
deep significance to the Stinson 
Beach people. It means the Stin­ 
son 
Beach 
community 
center, 
which when completed, will be the 
most attractive and practical any 
“little city” could boast. 
This year’s cefebration Is planned 
to raise the remainiug sum neces­ 
sary for completion of the Com­ 
munity Center s second unit, the 
main hall. 
The first unit, a fire house, 
which has se.veU as a community 
hall the last two years, was com­ 
pleted and paid for from funds 
raised at previous Fourth of July 
celebrations and by benefit func­ 
tions held by the Allied Arts, 
Stinson Beach Progressive club 
and others interested in the pro­ 
ject. 
A community church will 
be the third unit of the Center. 
THIS YEAR'S carnival opens 
Friuay, the 4th, in Stinson Beach 
county park with added celebra­ 
tion of acquisition of one of the 
several Marin coast public beaches, 
purchased this spring by the State 
and Marin county. The county park 
borders the public beach which 
now extends south to the majestic 
rocks and cove beyond which the 
beach 
disappears 
against 
the 
cliffs. Some three-and-a-half miles 
of sandy shore are open to the 
public now. 
Booths are being built tins week­ 
end, in readiness for the carnival. 
Several hundreds of dollars have 
been invested in the fireworks 
which will provide gigantic dis­ 
plays Friday night and Saturday 
night, July 4 and 5. Stinson Beach 
is permitted to have fireworks be­ 
cause of its waterfront location. 
Inland, such displays are pro­ 
hibited and thousands fine the 
Panoramic highway and Highway 
1 each year for the spectacle, 


which will begin when darkness 
falls. 
SUNDAY’S northern California 
rough water swim is the only ath­ 
letic event of its kind in the North. 
It is Amateur Athletic 
Union 
sponsored and each year attracts 
top-flight swimmers from through­ 
out the country. 
Many service 
men and women are expected to 
enter the AAU event again this 
year. 
A swim is scheduled for 
men and one for women. A paddle­ 
board race concludes the program 
of events. Coast Guard boats out- 
line the swimming course which 
takes swimmers a half-mile into 
the ocean and return. The events 
win be held from the life guard 
station tower on the beach at 3 
o’clock, Sunday afternoon.

a 9-foot home freezer.

One of the outstanding booths 
of the carnival will be the Allied 
Arts with Mrs. Hattie Greene, or­ 
ganization president, in general 
charge and Alfled Arts members 
presiding over a home cooked food 
sale, sandwich bar and a special 
booth for the sale of ceramics, 
needlework and allied arts, plants 
and garden supplies. Hundreds of 
gift articles are displayed by the 
Allied Arts at this booth along 
with paintings, water-color and 
art-in-action by coast artists. 
THE SECOND UNIT of the 
Community center, for which this 
year’s proceeds are to go, was be­ 
gun early this spring. The Center 
Inc., supplies the funds for the 
purchase of materials, but Stinson 
Beach citizens do the work as their 
week-end “recreation.’’ Airied Arts 
members gather each Sunday at 
the fire house and serve luncheon 
to the volunteers at Center build­ 
ing. 
The spacious site, bordered by 
a woodland and stream was given 
to Stinson Beach by members of 
the Fitzhenry family. 
Plans for the three unit center 
have been prepared by Carl Jenk­ 
ins, Stinson*JBeach and San Fran­ 
cisco architect. . The buildings are 
redwood with shake roofs remind­ 
ful of the English countryside and 
especially adaptable to the Stin­ 
son scene. 
Interiors are knotty pine, and 
the unit currently under construc­ 
tion will have a roomy fireplace, 
stage, kitchen, and adequate stor­ 
age rooms besides the main audi- 
tori urn and small meeting rooms, 
A wide logia will connect the 
fire house and the main building. 
On the street side there will be 
a deep roofed porch and on the 
stream a patio for outdoor func­ 
tions. 
The Stinson Beach Little Thea­ 
ter groop looks forward especially 
to the completion of the main unit 
which will provide the first build­ 
ing adapted to their use. It 
will provide an auditorium tour 
school exercises, and a meeting 
place for adult and children's or­ 
ganizations.
